Motion 
made,  seconded  and  unanimously  voted  that  the  Treasurer’s 
Report  being  in  print  and  a copy  distributed  to  members, 
this  report  be  accepted  as  printed  and  spread  upon  the 
records.

Dear  Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I have  made  an  examination 
of  the  books  of  accounts  and  records  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic  Association  for  the  year  ended  December  SI,  1951,  and  submit 
herewith  my  report  thereon,  together  with  the  following  statements,  all 
as  at  the  aforementioned  date. 

Statement  of  Condition,  Exhibit  A. 

Profit  and  Loss  Statement  for  the  Year,  Exhibit  B. 

Analysis  of  Surplus,  Exhibit  C. 

Reserve  Cash,  Schedule  A-l. 

In  amplification  of  these  statements,  I desire  to  make  the  following 
explanatory  comments  and  my  examination  of  them. 

Current  Assets:  $ 81,060.50 . 

All  monies  shown  to  have  been  received  by  the  Association  were 
traced  into  the  depository  and  all  disbursements  therefrom  were  supported 
by  cancelled  checks  and  vouchers  duly  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

In  confirmation  of  the  bank  balance,  I received  a certificate  from  the 
depository,  which  was  reconciled  with  the  books  of  account,  and  the  cash 
on  hand  was  counted  during  my  examination. 

The  change  in  the  reserve  cash  deposited  in  the  savings  banks  are 
shown  in  Schedule  A-l  attached  hereto. 

The  money  expended  by  the  Association  for  relief  in  the  year  1951 
totaled  $6,924.95  as  compared  with  $6,462.97  spent  in  1950.  These  monies 
will  be  reimbursed  to  the  Association  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund 
early  in  the  year  1952. 

The  accounts  receivable,  $3,075,  were  all  current  and  considered 
collectible. 

Other  Funds:  $ 7,604.00 . 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  327  of  the  Massachusetts  Acts  of 
1945,  a plan  for  reorganization  of  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance 
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Company  has  been  prepared  providing  among  other  things  for  separating 
the  Company’s  deposit  or  investment  contract  business  from  its  business 
relating  to  annuity  contracts  and  its  other  business.  The  Massachusetts 
Commissioner  of  Banks  has  approved  this  plan  as  fair  and  equitable  to  all 
persons  interested  and  as  being  in  the  public  interest. 

As  a result  of  the  foregoing  plan  the  Massachusetts  Life  Fund,  a 
common  law  trust,  was  established  under  Massachusetts  law  by  Declara- 
tion of  Trust  dated  November  26,  1947.  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life 
Insurance  Company,  of  50  State  Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  a Massa- 
chusetts corporation,  is  sole  trustee  of  the  Fund. 

In  exchange  for  their  “Deposit  in  Trust”  in  the  Massachusetts  Life 
Insurance  Company  the  Association  will  receive  one  hundred  units  of 
Massachusetts  Life  Fund  which  at  date  of  issuance  had  a unit  value  of 
$76.04  or  a total  of  $7,604. 

The  Trustee  holds  the  foregoing  certificate  in  safe  keeping  per  instruc- 
tions of  the  Association,  which  fact  was  confirmed  to  me  by  the  Trustee. 


Investments:  $370,418.19. 

These  securities  and  income  therefrom  are  more  fully  commented 
upon  in  a separate  report  rendered  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund. 
All  the  underlying  securities  and  passbooks  representing  deposits  in  various 
savings  banks  in  this  Commonwealth  were  presented  to  me  for  examina- 
tion in  the  presence  of  all  of  the  Trustees  on  December  10,  1951,  at  the 
safe  deposit  vault  of  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company.  All 
income  was  properly  accounted  for. 


Investments  in  Plant:  $535,735.07. 

By  a Special  Act  of  the  Legislature  in  the  year  1880,  the  Association 
can  hold  $600,000  in  real  and  personal  property.  Shortly  thereafter  the 
Association  voted  to  buy  the  land  of  its  present  site  and  erect  a building 
thereon.  The  present  building  was  appraised  in  1923  for  $528,000  by  two 
independent  appraisers  and  is  the  value  at  which  it  is  now  carried  on  the 
books.  The  property  was  assessed  in  1946  by  the  City  of  Boston  as  follows :

During  the  year  under  review  additions  in  the  sum  of  $982.90  were 
made  to  the  furniture  and  fixtures  account  for  multiclean  equipment  for 
general  use  in  the  building. 
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Insurance  is  carried  by  the  Association  in  the  sum  of  $488,000  as 
tabulated  below:

In  addition,  the  paintings  are  insured  for  $20,520.  The  Association 
also  carries  workmen’s  compensation  and  public  liability  insurance.  The 
financial  officers  are  bonded  in  the  sum  of  $35,000. 

Current  Liabilities:  $ 11,103.06 . 

In  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  all  known  liabilities  were  taken  up 
in  the  accounts  as  at  December  31,  1951. 

The  real  estate  taxes  for  the  year  1951  were  paid  under  protest  and  a 
claim  for  refund  has  been  made. 

Profit  and  Loss:  $ 5,099.88 . 

The  loss  from  operations  for  the  year  is  shown  in  detail  in  Exhibit  B 
attached  hereto. 

Once  again  I want  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  rendered  me  during  the  year  in  the  examination  of  the  accounts.

On  account  of  the  building  being  occupied  on  the  third  Wednesday 
of  October  by  the  Girl  Scouts  of  America,  the  Board  voted  to  hold  the 
October  Quarterly  Meeting  on  October  10,  1951.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  BUILDING 

The  Committee  has  held  ten  regular  meetings  with  an  average 
attendance  of  four  members. 

Under  the  direction  of  this  Committee,  washing  and  painting  have 
continued  through  the  year.  The  walls  and  dado  of  foyer  and  corridor  at 
99  Huntington  Avenue  entrance  were  washed  and  walls  painted  a pastel 
color  and  dado  grey.  Show  office  and  rooms  in  rear  of  stage,  Grand  Hall, 
have  had  similar  treatment.  Entire  basement  of  Exhibition  Hall,  walls 
and  posts  were  washed  and  painted. 

Trustees’  chairs  in  office  were  repaired,  washed  and  varnished.  The 
entire  woodwork  in  office  was  washed  and  varnished. 

Doors  from  Shrine  Quarters  to  fire  escape  were  repaired,  panic  bolts 
installed  and  doors  painted. 

A tankless  hot-water  heater  was  installed  to  replace  old  boiler  and 
coils  that  had  given  out. 

A new  address  system  has  been  installed.  We  now  without  doubt 
have  the  best  system  in  the  East. 

Painting  and  caulking  were  done  on  sides  and  heads  of  two  windows 
on  Huntington  Avenue  side  of  Shrine  Quarters.  Roofing  and  metal,  an 
ever  recurring  item,  has  been  carried  on  through  the  year.  The  look  of 
the  building  reflects  this  work.

FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Finance  Committee  has  held  ten  regular  meetings  with  an  average 
attendance  of  four. 

The  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  make  deposits  of  surplus  current 
funds  in  the  Central  Co-operative  Bank  of  Somerville  and  savings  banks 
where  we  had  accounts. 

The  Committee  examined  all  bills  of  account  against  the  Association. 
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The  Committee  authorized  the  Treasurer  to  pay  to  the  City  of  Boston 
taxes  under  protest  as  they  had  been  raised  to  former  assessment  after 
rebate. 

The  President  was  authorized  to  take  such  steps  as  he  deemed  proper 
to  clarify  the  tax  situation  with  the  City  of  Boston. 

For  a detailed  report  of  the  finances,  we  refer  you  to  the  Treasurer’s 
Report  submitted  at  this  meeting,  also  the  Auditor’s  Report  in  full  which 
is  recorded  in  the  records  of  the  Association  and  will  be  printed  in  the 
Annual  Report. 

The  Committee  recommends  an  appropriation  of  $150,000  for  current 
expenses  for  the  fiscal  year.

The  Committee  has  spent  $6,924.95,  an  increase  over  last  year  of 
$461.98.  Owing  to  rising  living  costs  the  Committee  decided  to  increase 
the  monthly  allowances,  which  accounts  for  most  of  this  difference. 

The  Committee  recommends  an  appropriation  of  $7,000  for  the 
fiscal  year.

In  amplification  of  the  foregoing  statements,  I desire  to  make  the 
following  explanatory  comments  and  my  examination  of  them. 

The  bonds,  stocks  and  savings  bank  pass  books,  as  shown  in  detail 
on  Exhibit  A,  were  presented  to  me  for  examination  in  the  presence  of  all 
of  the  Trustees  on  December  10,  1951,  at  the  safe  deposit  vault  of  the 
Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company. 

All  income  from  bonds  and  stocks  paid  in  the  year  1951,  and  all 
dividends  on  deposits  in  savings  banks  were  properly  accounted  for  and 
are  shown  in  detail  on  Exhibit  B attached  hereto. 

The  income  from  the  foregoing  investments  is  unrestricted  and  is 
to  be  used  in  maintaining  the  charitable  work  of  the  Association  in  accord- 
ance with  the  by-laws.  The  unexpended  balance  of  income,  which 
amounted  to  $3,312.36  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1951,  was  added 
to  the  principal. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  will  of  the  late  Charles  R.  McLean,  the  sum 
of  $8,000  was  bequeathed  to  the  Association,  the  income  from  which  shall 
be  devoted  to  the  payment  of  a scholarship  of  two  years  each  in  any 
department  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  the  benefi- 
ciaries to  be  worthy  sons  of  members  or  past  members  of  the  Massachusetts 
Charitable  Mechanic  Association.

8.  To  hear  the  President’s  Address.  The  President 
informed  the  members  that  in  going  over  the  By-Laws  he 
found  that  it  was  not  compulsory  to  make  a speech  every 
year  but  that  over  a period  of  years  it  had  been  a precedent 
which  he  was  breaking  this  year.  The  President  further 
stated  that  this  would  be  a speech  of  silence  as  most  speeches 
generally  consisted  of  portions  of  reports  already  heard. 
The  President  commented  briefly  to  the  members  that  the 
year’s  loss  was  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  our  taxes  had 
increased  over  $11,000  as  compared  to  last  year  and  read  a 
letter  from  the  Building  Manager,  George  Laing,  which  was 
as  follows:

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association 
Dear  Mr.  Oakes: 

At  the  beginning  of  a new  year,  it  again  becomes  my  pleasant  duty 
on  behalf  of  the  building  employees  to  extend  to  you  as  President  and 
through  you  to  the  committees  comprising  your  Board  of  Government, 
our  sincere  appreciation  of  your  continued  co-operation  during  the  past 
twelve  months. 

The  past  year  has  been  a good  one  in  every  way  but  financially.  It 
is  however  no  worse  than  was  expected  and  is  attributable  to  the  obvious 
tax  increase  and  to  various  building  improvements. 

To  offset  the  deficiency  of  1951,  we  are  able  to  assure  you  of  a coming 
year  that  should  compare  favorably  with  1950,  which  was  one  of  the  best 
in  many. 

We  wish  you  and  the  members  of  the  Association  the  best  of  every- 
thing for  1952.

Trustee  of  Charity  Fund  for  three  years:  Ralph  L.  Whitcomb. 

It  was  unanimously  voted  that  should  any  vacancy  occur  before  the 
Annual  Meeting,  the  Chairman  of  Committee,  Clerk,  and  Secretary  of 
Association  will  fill  such  vacancy. 

The  Committee  adjourned  at  3.48  p.m.

NECROLOGY 


HENRY  D.  GERRISH 

Henry  D.  Gerrish  joined  this  Association  April  20,  1909,  and  died 
in  Lamoine,  Maine,  September  10,  1930,  age  seventy-six  years,  one  month 
and  twenty-three  days. 

Mr.  Gerrish  was  the  son  of  William  C.  Gerrish  and  Sophia  Hodgkins 
Gerrish,  was  born  at  Hancock,  Maine,  and  received  his  education  in  the 
town  schools.  He  came  to  Dorchester  and  engaged  in  the  construction 
business  as  a carpenter  and  builder.  About  1925,  he  retired  from  that 
business  and  returned  to  Maine  but  left  us  no  address,  and  it  was  not 
until  1951  that  we  learned  of  his  death.  In  his  death  record  he  is  listed 
as  a farmer. 

In  December,  1874,  he  married  Clara  D.  Gerrish,  who  bore  him  two 
daughters  and  survived  him,  but  no  further  information  could  be  obtained. 

HAROLD  H.  BROWN 

Harold  Haskell  Brown  was  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
November  4,  1872,  the  son  of  Samuel  Newell  and  Ruth  Coombs  Haskell 
Brown,  and  died  in  Lititz,  Pennsylvania,  December  23,  1950.  He  joined 
the  Association  July  21,  1909. 

Mr.  Brown  was  a consulting  automobile  engineer  and  wrote  many 
articles  on  technical  subjects  in  connection  with  internal  combustion 
engines  and  gasoline  motors.  He  retired  in  1909  but  continued  his  experi- 
menting and  writing.  He  was  a member  of  S.A.E.  Mr.  Brown  served  his 
country  in  the  Spanish- American  War  as  a Quartermaster  in  the  Coast 
Guard,  and  in  World  War  I as  an  officer  in  Artillery  and  Ordnance,  retiring 
as  Captain.  After  World  War  I he  retired,  but  retained  his  directorship 
in  the  Fairbanks  Company.  In  January,  1913,  he  married  Idylla  Warland 
Brown,  who  survives. 

WILLIAM  S.  HIBBARD 

William  Sherman  Hibbard  joined  this  Association  October  20, 1915, 
and  died  January  7,  1951. 

Mr.  Hibbard  was  born  in  North  Brookfield,  Massachusetts,  December 
19,  1867,  the  son  of  John  H.  and  Abigail  A.  Poland  Hibbard,  and  received 
his  education  in  the  schools  of  the  town.  In  business,  he  was  associated 
with  Coolidge  & Shattuck  Company  in  the  construction  industry. 

In  November,  1891,  he  married  Anna  Frances  Stollery,  who  preceded 
him  in  death  by  many  years.  He  is  survived  by  only  nieces  and  nephews. 

BENJAMIN  J.  GRAHAM 

Benjamin  J.  Graham,  who  joined  this  Association  in  July,  1902, 
died  March  7,  1951,  age  eighty-five  years,  four  months  and  eight  days. 

Mr.  Graham  was  the  son  of  George  and  Charlotte  Clow  Graham  and 
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was  born  on  Prince  Edward  Island,  October  29,  1864.  He  attended  the 
island  schools  and  came  to  East  Boston  in  1884  and  learned  the  trade  of 
stairbuilding.  In  1891,  he  formed  a partnership  with  Colin  D.  Cameron. 
After  Mr.  Cameron’s  death,  he  took  in  a partner,  Wayne  B.  Littlefield, 
but  continued  the  name  Graham  & Cameron.  In  addition  to  manu- 
facturing and  erection  of  beautiful  staircases,  they  also  manufactured  and 
installed  high-grade  interior  finish  for  fine  houses.  Mr.  Littlefield  died  in 
January,  1926,  and  Mr.  Graham  continued  the  business  until  the  early 
thirties  when  he  retired. 

Mr.  Graham  was  Past  Master  of  Hammett  Lodge  A.F.  & A.M. 
and  a member  of  St.  Johns  Royal  Arch  Chapter  and  William  Parkman 
Commander  Knights  Templar  which  later  consolidated  with  Boston 
Commandery. 

Mr.  Graham  served  this  Association  on  the  Committee  of  Relief 
1909-1911,  and  on  Board  of  Government  1912-1914. 

In  November,  1894,  he  married  Elizabeth  A.  Bloomfield,  who  with 
three  daughters  survive. 

WILLIS  H.  DOE 

Willis  Hillman  Doe,  who  joined  this  Association  January  15,  1941, 
died  April  12, 1951,  age  sixty-seven  years,  eight  months  and  nineteen  days. 

Mr.  Doe  was  born  in  Medford,  Massachusetts,  the  son  of  J.  Wesley 
and  Clara  Costellow  Doe,  and  received  his  education  in  the  Medford 
public  schools,  graduating  from  Medford  High  School,  Class  of  1900; 
Northeastern  University,  B.C.S.,  1915;  Boston  University,  M.B.A.,  1917. 
In  the  early  1920’s,  Mr.  Doe  formed  the  firm  of  Doe  & Ingalls,  manu- 
facturing and  distributing  chemists,  and  was  Treasurer  of  this  firm  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Doe  was  a member  of  the  West  Medford  Baptist  Church  and 
sang  in  the  choir  of  the  Winchester  Congregational  Church  for  more  than 
thirty  years.  He  was  an  enthusiastic  Mason,  being  a member  and  Past 
Master  of  Soley  Lodge;  member  of  Mystic  Royal  Arch  Chapter;  member 
and  Past  Illustrious  Master  of  Medford  Council;  member  and  twice 
Commander  of  Coeur  de  Lion  Commandery  Knights  Templar  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Commandery  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Doe  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Government  of  this  Association 
in  1945,  and  to  the  Finance  Committee  in  1947,  where  he  was  serving  at 
the  time  of  his  death. 

In  June,  1905,  he  married  Florence  Merrill,  who  with  a son,  Lt.  Col. 
Robert  E.  Doe,  and  daughter,  Barbara  Doe  Thurber,  survive. 

GEORGE  L.  DOLLOFF 

George  Llewellyn  Dolloff  was  the  son  of  Charles  W.  and  Bertha 
Bennett  Dolloff  and  was  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  and  received  his 
education  in  the  grammar  school  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  Worcester, 
Massachusetts,  and  high  school  of  Guilford,  Maine.  After  receiving  his 
education,  he  entered  business  with  his  father  under  the  firm  name  of 
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G.  W.  Dolloff  & Company,  paving  and  general  contractors,  and  after  his 
father’s  death  in  1934,  he  continued  the  business  until  his  retirement  in 
1945. 

Mr.  Dolloff  joined  this  Association  in  January,  1927,  and  served  on 
the  Committee  of  Relief  for  nine  years,  the  last  three  years  as  Chairman. 
He  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Government  in  1943,  but  was  forced  to 
resign  as  it  conflicted  with  his  duties  as  Vice-President  of  the  Wildey 
Savings  Bank  of  Boston. 

Mr.  Dolloff  was  prominent  in  fraternal  orders,  being  Past  Grand 
Master  of  Massachusetts  Odd  Fellows;  Past  President  of  the  Odd  Fellows 
Home  at  Worcester;  Past  Supreme  Monarch  of  the  Orientals  I.O.O.F. 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

Mr.  Dolloff  was  a member  and  Past  Master  of  Noddle  Island  Lodge 
A.F.  & A.M.,  and  Secretary  Emeritus  and  Past  District  Deputy  of  the 
Third  Masonic  District.  He  was  a member  of  Somerville  Royal  Arch 
Chapter,  Coeur  de  Lion  Commandery  and  Aleppo  Temple,  A.A.O.N.M.S. 
He  was  Past  Patron  of  Highland  Chapter  O.E.S.  of  Somerville. 

In  March,  1909,  he  married  Dorothy  Whitaker,  who  with  two  sons 
and  three  daughters  survive. 

MARTIN  J.  HEILIGMANN 

Martin  John  Heiligmann,  Jr.,  was  born  in  New  York  City,  October 
12,  1892,  and  died  May  3,  1951,  age  fifty-eight  years,  seven  months  and 
nine  days. 

Mr.  Heiligmann  was  the  son  of  Martin  J.  and  Karoline  Schwietzer 
Heiligmann  and  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  West  Roxbury,  North- 
eastern University  Prep  and  Northeastern  Law  School  where  he  graduated 
with  the  degree  of  L.S.B.  He  was  a restorer  of  antiques,  specializing  in 
museum  work,  and  a manufacturer  of  unique  mirrors  and  frames. 

Mr.  Heiligmann  was  a member  of  the  Massachusetts  Bar,  a member 
and  Past  Commander  of  Irving  W.  Adams  Post  36,  American  Legion  of 
Massachusetts,  serving  in  the  Navy  in  World  War  I.  He  was  a member 
of  Joseph  Webb  Lodge  A.F.  & A.M.,  St.  Paul’s  Royal  Arch  Chapter, 
Boston  Commandery  and  Aleppo  Temple,  A.A.O.N.M.S. 

In  June,  1925,  he  married  Priscilla  Alden  Evans,  who  with  a son  and 
daughter  survive. 


FRANK  L.  NAGLE 

Frank  Lincoln  Nagle  was  born  in  Pottsville,  Pennsylvania,  July  25, 
1860,  the  son  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Kaercher  Nagle,  and  died  at  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  July  1,  1951,  age  ninety  years,  eleven  months  and  six 
days. 

Mr.  Nagle  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Pottsville 
and  Hinman’s  Business  College. 

Mr.  Nagle  entered  the  business  world  in  the  publishing  of  the  Daily 
Miners  Journal  of  Pottsville.  He  was  instrumental  in  the  founding  of  the 
Textile  Records,  one  of  the  predecessors  of  the  Textile  World,  and  in  this 
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venture  he  had  the  support  of  John  Wanamaker  and  other  industrial 
leaders.  In  1903,  he  formed  the  firm  of  Lord  & Nagle  and  after  merger 
with  the  J.  H.  Bragdon  Company,  the  firm  name  was  changed  to  Bragdon, 
Lord  & Nagle,  Publishers  of  Textile  World.  In  1928,  the  Company  was 
merged  with  the  McGraw  Hill  Company,  the  largest  publishing  house  in 
the  world.  Mr.  Nagle  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Textile  Divisions  until 
his  retirement  in  1946. 

Mr.  Nagle  joined  this  Association  July  21,  1920,  and  served  on  the 
Board  of  Government  from  1922  to  1931,  the  last  three  years  as  President. 
He  also  served  at  the  same  time  on  the  Committee  on  Education,  having 
in  charge  the  Textile  Scholarships. 

Mr.  Nagle  was  a member  and  Past  Commander  of  the  Ancient  & 
Honorable  Artillery  Company  of  Boston;  a member  and  Past  Commander 
of  the  Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion ; a member  of  Dalhousie  Lodge  A.F.  & A.M., 
Newton  Royal  Arch  Chapter;  a member  and  Past  Commander  of  Geth- 
semane  Commandery  Knights  Templar  and  Past  Grand  Commander  of 
the  Grand  Commandery  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island.  He  was 
the  oldest  member  of  Central  Congregational  Church  of  Newtonville. 

In  December,  1882,  he  married  Laura  Rosengarter,  who  bore  him 
four  sons  and  preceded  him  in  death.  In  1938,  he  married  Mrs.  Bessie 
van  Tassell,  who  died  in  1948.  Mr.  Nagle  is  survived  by  two  sons. 

EDMUND  C.  SANDERSON 

Edmund  Charles  Sanderson,  who  joined  this  Association  July  19, 
1922,  was  born  in  Winchester,  Massachusetts,  April  3,  1878,  the  son  of 
Charles  E.  and  Anna  Harrington  Sanderson,  and  received  his  education 
in  the  Winchester  grammar  and  high  schools  and  Burdett  Business  College. 

Mr.  Sanderson  started  his  business  career  after  finishing  school  by 
entering  the  employ  of  Mr.  Charles  Thompson,  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
original  Cape  Cod  Canal  Company.  While  working  with  Mr.  Thompson, 
he  helped  make  many  early  street  surveys  and  layouts  for  Winchester. 

On  the  death  of  his  father,  he  took  over  the  hardware  business  which 
was  established  in  Winchester  by  his  grandfather  in  1845.  In  1906,  he 
started  an  electrical  construction  business  in  Winchester  and  retired  in 
1933.  Mr.  Sanderson  was  elected  in  1916  to  the  Water  and  Sewer  Board 
of  Winchester  and  served  until  his  death  July  28  of  this  year. 

Mr.  Sanderson  was  a charter  member  of  the  Winchester  Lodge  of 
Elks  and  Winchester  Rotary  Club.  He  was  a member  of  the  New  England 
Water  Works  Association;  member  of  the  First  Congregational  Church, 
serving  on  the  Prudential  Committee  for  five  years.  Mr.  Sanderson  was 
a former  Vice-President  and  Director  of  Winchester  National  Bank.  He 
was  a member  of  William  Parkman  Lodge  A.F.  & A.M.,  Woburn  Chapter 
Royal  Arch,  Boston  Commandery  Knights  Templar  and  Aleppo  Temple 
Shrine. 

In  June,  1899,  he  married  Lilia  Whitford,  who  died  in  March,  1942, 
after  bearing  him  a son,  who  died  in  1946.  He  married  for  the  second 
time.  Arietta  Lyle  Martin,  who  survives. 


ARTHUR  C.  WHITNEY 

Arthur  C.  Whitney,  who  joined  this  Association  April  18,  1895, 
died  November  14,  1951,  age  ninety-seven  years,  one  month  and  twenty- 
three  days,  having  been  a member  of  this  Association  over  fifty-six  years. 
He  served  this  Association  on  the  Committee  of  Relief,  1902-1904  and  on 
the  Board  of  Government,  1905-1907. 

Mr.  Whitney  was  born  in  Boxboro,  Massachusetts,  the  son  of  John 
Sherman  and  Lydia  Parker  Whitney  Hoar.  Educated  in  the  public 
schools,  he  learned  his  trade  with  his  father  in  the  construction  industry, 
going  from  apprentice  to  journeyman,  to  foreman,  to  superintendent. 
During  this  time  he  built  quite  extensively  in  the  Middle  West.  In  1886, 
he  formed  a partnership  with  Charles  E.  Clark  under  the  firm  name  of 
C.  Everett  Clark  & Company.  Mr.  Clark  and  Mr.  Whitney  were  sole 
partners.  At  Mr.  Clark’s  death,  in  1898,  Mr.  Whitney  formed  his  own 
firm  under  the  style  of  Arthur  C.  Whitney.  Early  in  life  he  and  his  two 
younger  brothers  changed  their  names  from  Hoar  to  their  mother’s  maiden 
name  of  Whitney.  As  Arthur  C.  Whitney,  he  erected  churches,  banks  and 
other  important  buildings,  an  outstanding  structure  being  the  Groton 
School  Chapel  in  Groton,  Massachusetts.  The  last  years  of  his  business 
he  did  mostly  appraising,  having  more  than  fifteen  hundred  recorded  in 
his  files. 

Mr.  Whitney  retired  from  active  business  in  1938.  He  served  as  Vice- 
President  of  the  Lexington  Savings  Bank  from  1931  to  1946,  and  was  a 
charter  member  and  director  of  Lexington  Trust  Company.  He  was  a 
member  and  former  President  of  the  Lexington  Golf  Club  and  a member 
of  the  First  Parish  Church. 

Mr.  Whitney  was  long  interested  in  Masonry  and  joined  Henry  Price 
Lodge,  Charlestown,  in  1874.  After  he  changed  his  name,  he  rejoined  the 
Lodge  as  of  1881.  Mr.  Whitney  was  also  a member  of  Tuscon  Lodge 
A.F.  & A.M.  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  He  was  also  a charter  member  of 
John  Abbot  Lodge,  Somerville,  Massachusetts.  He  joined  the  Scottish 
Rite  Bodies  in  Chicago.  He  was  a late  member  of  St.  Andrew’s  Chapter, 
R.A.M.  Demolay  Commandery  Knights  Templar. 

Mr.  Whitney  was  a director  of  Cambridge  Gas  Light  Company  1921 
to  1927.  He  was  also  a former  member  of  the  Master  Builders  Association 
of  Boston. 

In  November,  1884,  he  married  Ella  Abbott,  who  died  in  October, 
1911.  A son  and  two  daughters  survive. 

JAMES  P.  DOLAN 

James  P.  Dolan  joined  this  Association  in  July,  1929,  and  died  at 
the  Wyman  House,  Cambridge,  November  23,  1951,  age  seventy-nine 
years,  eight  months  and  six  days. 

Mr.  Dolan  received  his  education  in  Boston  public  schools.  He  was  a 
manufacturer  of  metal  culverts,  being  President  of  the  Penn  Culvert 
Company. 
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Mr.  Dolan  was  a charter  member  of  the  Boston  Rotary  Club,  a 
member  of  Bishop  Cheverus,  General  Assembly  4th  Degree  K.  of  C.  He 
was  a member  and  Past  Exalted  Ruler  of  Revere  Lodge  B.P.O.E.  He  was 
also  member  of  Rotary  Club  International. 

In  September,  1897,  Mr.  Dolan  married  Mary  L.  Sullivan,  who  pre- 
ceded him  in  death.  He  is  survived  by  a brother  and  three  sisters. 

JOSEPH  P.  WILLIAMS 

Joseph  Percy  Williams,  son  of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  Wells  Williams, 
was  born  in  Bromley  Kent,  England,  April  3,  1870,  and  died  in  Needham, 
Massachusetts,  November  28,  1951,  age  eighty-one  years,  seven  months 
and  twenty-five  days. 

Mr.  Williams  joined  this  Association  April  26,  1911,  was  a member 
over  forty  years  and  was  always  a faithful  attendant. 

Mr.  Williams  received  his  education  in  the  Boston  primary  schools 
and  evening  high  and  extension  courses.  On  leaving  school,  he  worked  at 
various  occupations  and  finally  settled  in  the  plumbing  business  with 
William  Lumb,  “Boston’s  Honest  Plumber,”  which  afterward  became 
William  H.  Mitchell  & Son  and  of  which  firm  Mr.  Williams  was  Vice- 
President.  He  was  a great  traveler  and  an  omnivorous  reader.  He  retired 
from  business  about  three  years  ago.  Mr.  Williams  was  a member  of 
Mount  Vernon  and  Nehoiden  Lodges  A.F.  & A.M. 

In  October,  1897,  he  married  Althea  F.  Flye,  who  with  a son  and  two 
daughters  survive.
